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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is responsive to your amendment filed 4/18-06. Claims 1-25 
have been amended. Claims 26-30 have been cancelled. New claims 31-56, a total of 
26 new claims have been presented. An action on currently pending claims 1-25 and 
31-56 follows below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication In this or a foreign country, before the Invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Sato 
P.N. 6,798430. 

Sato discloses an image forming apparatus. Applicant's attention is directed to Fig. 6 
and 10 and their corresponding description. As shown each of the developing units is 
attachable to and detachable from the corresponding image carrying unit. 
The developing units are loadable in and unloadable from the mainframe in a 
state where the developing units are integrally attached to the image carrying units. 
Each of the image carrying units is disposed separately from one another and is 
loadable in and unloadable from the mainframe independently from one another. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-25 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which It is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 31-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The specification does not disclose the 
developing units and the image carrying units as loadable and unloadable 

from the mainframe in horizontal directions opposite with each other. 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
